Dr. Gretchen Sorin will present on the significance of
the holiday, and how the automobile transformed the
notion of liberation by providing safe travel for
African Americans. As the author of the book Driving
While Black, an engaging account of how car
ownership impacted civil rights for Black people, Dr. Sorin traces the role of
the automobile in fundamentally reshaping African American life.
